Giving a short 
history of

founding and development, of 
the 


IRushville <'orlOperative 
Telephone 


Company, the board of directors has 
addressed a letter to all stockhold- 
ers calling attention to the recent pe- 
tition for an increase in rates and 
to plans for replacement of much of 
the- automatic equipment." Stock- 
holders are advised in the letter to 
"hold their stock." 


It is also set out, as decided upon 


last fall as the policy of the com- 
pany, that the rate increase is nec- 
essary to pay a "reasonable return 
on the amount invested in the plant 
and equipment," in addition to 
the 


necessity that has arisen in recent 
years for more revenue 
to meet 


mounting operating costs. 


Agitation for the sale of the stock 


to private concerns was quieted last 
fall when it -was announced 
that 


steps would be trikcn 
to pay 
tlie 


stockholders a reasonable return on 
their invcsttnenf. According to 
the 


letter of the board, the petition for 
higher rates has no relation to$ the 
contemplated improvement, but it is 
generally understood that 
without 


the increased rates, the replacement, 
of the automatic switchboards and 
telephones..c-onld not be undertaken. 


The letter is signed by George Da- 


vis, manager of the Company, and 
gives a 'brief historj- of the company 
showing it was organized and incor- 
porated under the laws of Indiana 
April 11, 1894, 
with 
sixty-four 


stockholders owning seventy-shares 
of stock. 


"During the 
thirty-three years 


that have passed since the organiza- 
tion of the company," continues the 
letter, "we find fEat of the C4 who 
signed the original articles of incor- 
poration, 43 have died or moved 
a- 


way and are no longer stockholders. 
The num'ber of stockholders has in- 
creased until at present there 
are 


240 persons and firms who own the 
400 shares of stock: the stock 
has 


a par value of $'25 ]>er share, mak- 
ing a total of $10,000 original cap- 
ital stock invested in the plant and 
equipment. 


"Since the original idea of the in- 


eorporators was to establish an ex- 
change for the purpose of 
giving 


good telephone service at as low a 
rate as was consistent with good 
service, the stockholders did 
not 


ask for dividends, and were content 
to let the surplus arc-urn late 
and 


be used in enlarging, bettering and 
extending the exchange, and since 
this has been going on in this man-

Rush County is not a" "gun totin 


fcammiinily." At least that is what 
one would surmise, after 
looking 


over the list of permits obtained at 
the county clerk's office for carry- 
ing revolvers. 


There are only seven persons 
in 


the entire county, police and peace 
officers excepted, who can legally 
carry a revolver, as 
only '7 such 


permits are now in effect. 


The state law, 
passed 
l>y the 


1925 general^ assembly,, and becom- 
ing effective soon afterwards, makes 
plain that if nnyone"Vho desires to 
carry a. revolver, must intake appli- 
cation with the county clerk, by fil- 
iiig a reason for wanting to "tote a 
gun," and also have recommenda- 
tions from property owners that the 
applicant is of good reputation and 


is not engaged in any -unlawful .busi- 
ness. 


The law sets out further, that if 


anyone is caught with 
a revolver, 


and without ' a permit 
from the 


clerk shall face a minimum jine of 
$100, and to which may 'be added a 
jail, sentence. To carry a revolver 
while in the act of ebtnmiting a fe- 
lony, carries a prison se'htence.

The explosion hurled doors 
and 


windows of the church for 
many 


feet ajid rocked homes of the wealthy 
in the vicinity. Raining brands were 
sent flying in the air, but did little 
damage. 


Authorities were investigating one 


report that the blast might 
have 


been caused by a "firebug", but it 
was generally believed to have been 
due to a gas leak. 


Damage was estimate at .$00,000. 
Wilt had accompanied his wife to 


work and had entered the 
church 


with her when the 
explosion oc- 


curred. Mrs.. Fit/gerald luid arrived

The church was expensively fur- 


nished, and the art windows 
were

Rushville, is being raxed, after hav- 
ing served for a period of more than

TJie old Wai-field and Wilson plan- 


ing mill and taole factory," Nlocatcd 
along the B. & O 
railroad, near 


Fourth and Perkins streets, is being 
torn, down upon orders issued from 
the state fire marshal's office a few 
months ago, as being a fire hazard 
in tile community. 


The building in recent years was 


in a bad state of repair and served 
as a shelter for lumber piles of the 
Pinucll-Tompkins 
company, more 


than anything else. 


The building in recent years was 


owned by J. W. Pinriell and Robert 
L. Tompkins, who still retain own- 
ership of the land. No definite plans 
for the future have been made, but 
it is -undersrtood that in the future a 
modern building will be erected 
at 


this .point, to serve as a warehouse 
for the lumber company. The site is 


located with a railroad siding, and 
is convenient.

The building, constructed entirely 


of wood, and with valuable lumber, 
was built by a man by the name of 
Austin, almost 78 years ago. It was 
used as a planing mill, and was af- 
terwards operated as such by. the 
founder's son, Robert Austin, who 
will be recalled by many of the old- 
er citizens.

The mill changed hands 
several 


times. Warfield and Wilson conduct- 
ed a planing mill business for 
a 


nnm'ber of years, and made ^ dining 
tables there, which were sold 
in 


ma^- states. Taylor 
Warfield, of 


this city, one of tlfe partners in that 
business, recalled today that 
the 


building was at least 60 years old, 


Mr. Warfield said when he was a 


boy 17 or 18 years of age, he 
re- 


membered the uuilding being in - use 
as a planing mill. He lived dt Manil- 
la at that time and remembers that 
ihe mill had a steam whistle which 
was extremely powerful and' which 
could be heard on clear days as far 
away as Manilla. 


Mr. Warfield in later years was in 


partnership with Mr. Wilson, and the 
building, is without a doubt one *f 
the oldest manufacturing centers in 
Rushville.

in the house where it was applaud- 
ed by a vote of ()G to 22 and sent 
[jn its way to the senate. 


Absence of eleven senators 
was 


Warned, for the failure of the 
old 


age pension measure. The bill 
re- 


ceived 22 favorable votes and sev- 
enteen opposing, lacking four of the 
needed majority. 


Senators Alonzo H. Lindley, King- 


man, Denver C. llarlan, Richmond, 
and C. Oliver Holmes, Gary, strong- 
!y opposed the measure. 


"Just one more manifestation of 


the insidious growth of socialism," 
was senator Lindley'- ehararteriza- 
tion of the 'bill. 


" This is an inducement to the dis- 


couragement of 'thrift, and is 
not 


based «n sound principle," declared 
Senator Harlan. 


He said the Nejdl hill would place
